trolled battleship Iowa in the bomb­ 
ing attack from the air off the Vir­ 
ginia Capes yesterday. 
A dispatch 
to the Navy Department said that 
the hits were scored with dummy ce­ 
ment bombs on the forecastle deck. 
Army, Navy 
and Marine 
Corps 
aviators in scout planes “hopped 0“ 
from land bases yesterday and with­ 
in two hours and 45 minutes discov­ 
ered the radio-controlled battleship 
Iowa, which was approaching 
the 
mainland off the Virginia Capes as 
an “enemy ship.” 
One 
hoar later 
the remaining planes were released 
for the attack on the Iowa and, ac­ 
cording to information reaching the 
Navy Department here, experienced 
no difficulty in locating the position 
of the 
battleship 
after 
the scout 
planes had established contact 
at 
10.45 a. rn. 
All the Navy planes had returned 
to their bases at an early hour yes­ 
terday afternoon, 
although 
the air 
boats were still engaged in the at­ 
tack with dummy bombs. 
Two planes of the N-C type, pilot­ 
ed by Navy aviators, were compelled 
to descend at ‘tea.
